Mr. Hamilton of Sonth Carolina, then moved to 
amend this rule, by striking out what follows the 
words, ‘a baiiot box shail be provided fur eaci 
State,’ and inserting the following: 














‘Labelled, with the name of the state, placed in 
front of the Spealer’s chair,on the Clerk’s tab‘e, 
placed in the orde: of the states. ‘The \ lerk shel 
then proceed to call each delezation in the order in 
which petitions are called, and the member of each 
delegation shail piace his ballot in the box labelled 
with the name of the state. After all the states 
have thus voted, then the members of each delega 
tion shall nominate a member of their delegation to 
act as Teller, who shall proceed with the rest of 
the Tellers appointed by the several delegations, to 
count the votes of each stare. commencing in the 
order in which they are called, atthe close of 
which count, the separate vote ofeach state shall 
be declared by the senior member of the Comunt- 
tae of Teliers, as wellas the result of the aggre. 

Should the delegation of any siate 
fail to appoint a Teller, then the Speaker shall nom- 
inate one, and where (here is but one member of a 
state, be shall act as Teller. ‘these rules shal! be 
observed in each successive baliot, until a choice is 
produced. in conformity with the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States.’ 


Mr. Hamilton rose, and observed that, in offer- 
ing this amendment, he disclaimed any intention to 
provoke a debate on a subject which might be sus- 
ceptible of extended and various considerations.— 











My object is to eadeavonr to adopt, within the pre- 


rule reported, saya, that each state shall detecminas 
itsowuvote. This House has nothing to do with 
it, until the vote is given, and is in the box Ll ie 
gentleman's proposition leaves itto the tellers to 
settle the disputed question, whether the vote af 
a state is determined by a majority or by a plura- 
lity of votes; a point on which it is nut un likely 
the presentelection may ultunately turn. For tim- 
sell, Mr. Wright said, he entertained no doubt that 
a majority was required, aud that a mere plurali- 
ty was not sufficient; but he objected to leacing 
this point to be settled by tie tellers. Let the de- 
legation of each state determine for themce!ves 
what the vote of tuat State shall be. 

Mr. Hamilton spoke in reply, and made some 
observations to shew that his proposal was io con- 
formity with the constitution.

how each state had voted, and regretted the want

Mr. McDuffie advocated the amendment of the 
renticman from South Carolina, The question 
now was, whether the constitution was to be so in- 
terpreted as to thiow an impenetrable veil ever the 
proceedings of iis house, iM so impo tant an act 
as the choice of a Chief Mapistrate. fle felt bound 
t0 protect the honor of his state, and his own hic 
Nor; but the rule, as it at present stood, rendered 
it impossible for lim to slew that he had heen 
faithtul to his constituents Mr. McD. quote d the 
constitution, and insisted thatthe amendment wes 
not inconsistent With it—that the constitution did 
not require that the vote of the states should be 
concealed; nor did itever mean to Screen the votes 
of the delegates themselves from the public sern- 
tiny. In declaring that the votes sheuld be bo 
States, it meant no more than that all the states 
shouid have an equal voice. It directed not that 
they shoul’ vote by states, but that they should be 
counted by states. If it happened that some of 
the states had only one delegate, that did not alter 
the requirements of We constitution, nor the pro- 
priety of the plan proposed by his colleague. The 
constifution Would stall be obeyed. He had no 
suspicion that the gentleman from Delaware, or 
auy other of those gentlemen who stood alone in 
representing states. had any wishio conceal the 
vole that they should give, and he expressed a hope 
that they would support the amendment. 

Mr. Cook. of [i 


linois, disclaiming all wish to 
have his vote concealed, was yet opposed to the a- 
doption of the amendment now proposed, which he 
considered as striking a deadly blow at the consti. 
tution. A fundamental principle of that instro. 
meut was, that the Legislative and Executive de. 
partments should be kept entirely separate. Whils 
on the other haud, the President was protected 
from baving an improper influence exerted over 
him by the Members of this boty, it Was proper, on 
the other hand, that the members of this House 
should be protected from his resentineut, arising 
from A huowledge that any particular portion et 
them were oppased to his Clection, It was not 
proper that the President should know officially 
from wheuce bis power w@s derived. He shoul:t 
receive it from the whole people, and exercise it 
alike for the good of every portion of them. When 
the Constitution was revised in 181, this great 
fundamental principle was preserved untouched.
